OFFICIALS CAUGHT FOR TAKING BRIBES, SEIZING PEOPLE'S PROPERTY 
Hanoi HANOI MOI in Vietnamese 7 Jul 81 p 4 


[Text] On 23 June 1981, HANOI MOI published the news that Trinh Tuan Phuc, member 
and secretary of the Cua Nam Subward People's Committee, was caught in the act of tak~ 
ing a bribe by the Dong Xuan Subward public security agents. In view of the illegal 
act of Trinh Tuan Phuc and at the proposal of the Cua Nam Subward People's Committee, 
on 26 June 1981 the Hoan Kiem Precinct People's Committee issued a decision dismissing 
Trinh Tuan Phuc from his position as member and secretary of the Cua Nam Subward 


People's Committee pending inquiry by the judiciary.

At 0900 on 19 May 1981, Vu Hong Doanh, a border defense soldier, was going home to 
visit his family. On arrival at the Tu Lien ferry landing (Tu Liem District), he 
met with two so-called cadres of the Ba Dinh Precinct Trade Service who asked to 
inspect his baggage and then seized 1.4 kg of tea and two of the six chickens he 


was carrying along. 


Because the seizure of goods by these two “commercial cadres" seemed too suspicions, 
Doanh went to the Yen Phu Subward public security post and notified it of the incident. 


Though the area of the incident did not fall under this jurisdiction, Sen Sgt Luong 
Ba Su and Sgt Nguyen Van Dong rushed out to grasp and assess the situation. After 
2 hours of investigations, they saw two men fitting Doanh's description who were 
about to play the “commercial cadre's”" trick against a number of passersby at the 
ferry landing. They decided to bring these two men back to the public security post 
for further action. 


No sooner had the two men entered the public security post than they took fright on 
seeing Doanh sitting there. They were then forced to say that their names were 
Nguyen Van Nhung and Doan Duy Hung, employees of the Tu Liem District Commercial 
Bureau, and to admit that they had misused their function to “seize” baggage and 
commodities from travelers. The illegal act of Nhung and Hung was condemned by 
public opinion and we believe that the responsible organs will try their case to 
stress the inviolability of state law.

DECORATED PUBLIC SECURITY POST MAKES MORE ARRESTS

[Text] News has reached us that, on 1 June 1981, the Hang Buom Public Security 
Post made marked headway in the struggle against big smugglers and speculators, 
realizing many good results. For this reason, tae post received a letter of 
commendation from the director of the Public Se-writy Service, who visited the 
unit and derived some useful lessons. Sergeant Pham Van Chuc, who surpassed 
all others in achievements, was promoted before full time-in-grade. 


On 9 July 1981, the unit made another outstanding achievement. Based on a source 
of information among the people and using the professional experience of collea- 
gues, Sergeant Bui Chinh Nghia, an area policeman, caught Nguyen Thi Tam (resid- 
ing at 68 Hang Bac Street) in the act of trafficking in gold for sale. Searching 
Tam's house and that of Pham Thi Tam (25 Ma May--a place where Tam often went to 
merchandize gold and silver), officials seized much preciovs metals which was 

to be sold illegally, including 54 gold rings, 2 ounces of gold-leaf, and 25 
precious stones. 


Nguyen Thi Lam also committed the crime of attempting to bribe Sergeant Lam Hong 
Lam with gold when he booked her for dealing illegally in gold. But, like Conm- 
rade Pham Chuc before him, Lam Hong Lam exposed the attempted bribery of these 
dishonest merchants.

OFFICIALS GUILTY OF EMBEZZLEMENT CAUGHT IN THAI BINH 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 18 Aug 81 p 3

in the Legal Net"] 


[Text] More 8.5 million dong have been invested by the high level in the construc- 
tion of the Diem Dien Fishing Port in Thai Thuy [District], Thai Binh [Province]. 

The Thai Binh Marine Products Service chief was concurrently chairman of the Construc- 
tion Committee. In the construction process, the Port Construction Committee used 

the invested capital contrary to principles and took advantage of its position to 
embezzle hundreds of thousands of dong including the cost of feasts. The committee 
hired out its transportation means and cranes, sold the so-called “discarded mater i- 
als and substantard products", falsely balanced up account books and used thousands 
of dong to raise a secret fund. Investigations have revealed that there were 149 
invalid vouchers (for neacly 120,000 cong) of which 37 were receipt and payment vouch- 
ers concerning a fake provisional advance of nearly 70,000 dong while the remaining 
112 payment vouchers represented about 50,000 dong. All documents and books had 

been tampered with and rebound in an attempt to hinder inspection. 


Each time the port was supplied with any type of materials whatever, they took part 
of it for sale to or exchange with the people, cooperatives or organs in their own 
locality and even in the provinces of Son La, Ha Nam Ninh, Thanh Hoa and Nghe Tinh. 
They negotiated the sale of nearly 2 tons of cement and 50 tons of iron and steel, 
more than 10 cubic meters of lumber and 4.5 tons of black corrugated sheets. Through 
these sales and exchanges of material supplies, they collected nearly 320,000 dong 
and spent .10,000 dong. Concerning the task of leveling the ground and filling in 
low-lying land, the Port Construction Committee forged vouchers, paid off nonexisting 
expenditures and falsely increased the cost of land excavation and embankment by 
dozens of thousands of dong in order to reduce the true amount of cash in the budget 
and to preclude control by the state. 


The above mentioned wrongdoings have been denounced by workers. Ta Ba Kha, chief 
of the Marine Products Service and chairman of the Construction Committee, Pham Ngoc 
Xuong, chief accountant, and their accomplices have been caught in the dragnet of 
the law. The court is investigating and examining their case. This story teaches 
a varluable lesson to economic management cadres.

COAL PIRATES REPELLED BY CREW OF SHIP DKOl

[Text] On the morning of Sunday 28 June, ship DKOl (belonging to River Transport 
Enterprise 204) carried 600 tons of coal from Hon Gai to Hanoi. Just as the ship 
was passing by Khuyen Luong Hamlet, a group of bad elements followed it and asked 
to buy goods. They rowed their boats from the other side of the river (adjoining 
Bat Trang Village). Aboard each boat there were two or three of them together with 
the necessary equipment to scoop up coal. After pulling in their boats alongside 
the barge, some of them came to negotiate coal purchase while the others stood 
ready to scoop coal and load it into their boats. It was 0730 am when the river 
control police had just returned home to take a rest. After several unsuccessful 
wheedlings, these elements relied on their numerical strength, jumped upon the barge 
and shoveled coal down to their boats to turn the situation into a fait accompli. 


In view of the tense situation, boateswain Pham Ba Luc ordered the [accompanying] 
motorboat to be detached from the barge and told three sailors [to board the 
motorboat] to pursue one of the boats which was fleeing after being fully loaded 
with the stolen coal. The motorboat caught up with the fleeing boat when it neared 
the riverbank. The two villians abandoned the boat, jumped into the river and ran 
away. At that moment, there remained only one crew man named Bui Van Hach on the 
six-compartment barge to defend it. Despite their numerical strength, the bad 
elements could not defeat Hach because he was formerly a valiant armyman recently 
transferred to the transportation sector. The bad elements had to retreat in disorder 
when che motorboat came back. The ship crewmen seized three more boats from the 
villains. 





On the afternoon of 30 June, the director of Enterprise 204 paid a visit to the crew 
of Ship DKOl--which was delivering goods at the Chuong Duong vharf—and praised and 
rewarded the 9 crewmen for having courageously protected the cargo.

BAC THAI SENTENCES EMBEZZLERS, DEALERS IN COUNTERFEIT RATION STAMPS 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 16 Aug 81 p 4 


[Text] VNA--The Bac Thai Provincial Court recently tried Nguyen Van Pha, Nguyen Thi 
Thoa and 21 persons on charge of embezzling ration stamps and coupons of various 
kinds and dealing in large numbers of counterfeit stamps and coupons. 


Taking advantage of the irresponsible attitude of a number of management organs, 

from 1972 to 1979, Nguyen Van Pha--whose function was to issue and keep ration stamps 
from coupons in Pho Yen District--made false statements on the district population; 
compiled bogus records of births, newcomers, registration omissions and so forth 

to apply for yearly and supplementary ration stamps and coupons; and sold the surplus 
ration stamps and coupons to dishonest traders. By conniving in a 3~year period 
between 1976 and 1978 with Ho Viet Doan, an employee of the district statistics 
bureau, he made false statement to appropriate ration coupons for 43,310 meters 

of fabric, 34,334 kgs of sugar, 7,655 kgs of meat, 6,400 cans of milk, 1,600 liters 
of fish sauce and 3,758 bars of soap. From the sale of these coupons to dishonest 
traders, they received more than 25,000 dong in cash and many valuable objects in 
kind such as gold rings, sewing machines, bicycles, radio sets, watches, etc. He 

and his accomplices also used “offered” many persons including a powerful district 
cadres ration coupons worth more than 1,000 meters of fabric, nearly 5,000 kgs of 
sugar and meat and more than 4,000 cans of milk. 


To dispose of ration stamps and coupons, they connived with Nguyen Thi Thoa, a dis- 
honest trader in Ba Hang Town. Taking advantage of this deal, Thi Thoa accepted 
large numbers of counterfeit ration stamps and coupons from other areas and used 

them in this district. In complicity with some employees of state stores and market~- 
ing cooperatives, Thoa disposed of counterfeit ration coupons worth over 5,000 meters 
of fabrics in 1978. Moreover, they set aside thousands of fabric, sugar and mono- 
sodium glutamate ration coupons already used by customers and rotated them for a 
second purchase of goods from the state. 


The Bac Thai Court sentenced Nguyen Van Pha to 18 years in prison and a fine of 
100,000 dong, Nguyen Thi Thoa to 18 years in prison and a fine of 40,000 dong and 
the other accomplices from 18-month imprisonment with suspended execution of sen- 
tence to 12 years in prison.

[Text] On August 25 « small group of Vietnamese gathered at the bar of a downtown 
Washington Hotel. Most of them were former high ranking officers from the air 
force. 


They had come at the recommendation of their former commander, Air Marshal Ky, 

to meet an ex-enesy, Mr Truong Nhu Tang, minister of justice of the new defunct 
provisional revolutionary government, the volitical branch of Vietnam's national 
liberation front or the Viet Cong. 


Truong Nhu Tang, once an jzportant member of the Vietnamese revolutio.. is now a 
leading opponent of the comwnist regime. 


After the 1975 communist victory, as the MLF

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ruorng Whu Tang was never « communist but a strong nationalist. Jailed by the 
The Thieu regime after being denounced by an informer, he was tortured and ‘ater 
exchanged tn 1968 for three American prisoners. 


Since he arrived in France, Truong Nhu Tang has been very active. Last Decenber, 
with Vietnamese of various political opinions (with the exception of members of 
the communist Party) he launched the Vietnam National Salvation Committee. 


In September 1980, Truong Whu Tang was the guest of the People's Republic of China. 
He wet Prime Minister Zhao Ziyang and an old school mate from the Lycee Chass2lout 
Laubat in Saigon, Princ®Norodoa Sthanouk. 


Truong Nhu Tang strongly believed he, like many Vietnamese, has been fooled by 
the communists. 








"They stole the revolution for narrow, pertisan goals," he told me during a 
recent interview conducted in Washington. "I'm 60 now. I am ready to go back 
to the jungle one more time...for the lact time." 


Truong Nhu Tang arrived in the United States in July, and was in New York 
during the last days of the UN conference on Kempuchea. The National Salvation 
Committee maintains friendly relationships with Lao and Cambodian resistance 
groups. 


While in the United States Truong Nhu Tang met Sen John Tower, a Republican 

from Texas, a hard-liner and the president of the Senate Commission on 

Defence [as published] The two men could not be more different but John Tower. 
found Truong Nhu Tang's analysis of current world events "accurate and realistic." 


According to a source close to the Vietnamese ex-minister, Tower was instrumental 
in getting Truong Nhu Tang to the United States. 


The former member of the National Liberation Front also had a meeting with middle 
ranking officials at the Department of State where once again he exposed his thesis. 


"We are witnessing an overcommitment of the Soviet Union in the world. It makes 
their system quite vulnerable. What the noncommunist world needs today is a 
strategy more offensive than the old-fashioned containment,” he told the NATION. 
"We have to roll back the Soviets." 


"Indochina is a key test of this new strategy. Aftur all, the dominos can also 
fall in the other direction. I told American offi-ials that China will cooperate 
to challenge Soviet hegemonism, but that China does not want to be alone," he said. 


Truong Nhu Tang also said that Chine "would probably be ready to compromise in other 
areas" and for instance reduce even further its support for various communist parties 
in Southeast Asia. "China prefers independent friends, friends who have the 

support of the Americans and the West." 


According to other sources, it was a point discussed by Secretary of State Haig 
during his visit in Beijing last June. 


The small Vietnamese delegation headed by Truong Nhu Tang also met several 
members of the U.S. mission at the United Nations including Carl Gurshman, the 
mission number two and William Schuman, the adviser on national security affairs. 


Contacts were also mad« at the Pentagon where Truong Nhu Tang was due to meet 
with deputy secretary for Asia and Pacific, Richard Armitage. 


Another important point on Truong Nhu Tang's agetida 1s to talk to a large section 
of the Vietnamese community now living in the United States. Mary refugees still 
see him as a "Vietcong, 


" a communist. 








The mecting with Ky's representatives was part of Tang’s offensive to establish 
himself as a true nationalist. After the meeting, former Marshal Ky let it be 
known that he would remain neutral and do nothing that could create problems to 
the National Salvaticn Committee. Ky's passive support is somewhat important. 


Among refugees, Ky still enjoys some support, unlike ex-president Thieu who is 
still unpopular. ; 


To Truong Nhu Tang and his friends, the next step is clear: "We have to move 

the struggle closer to Vietnam. We have established our existence. It is too 
early to go into armed struggle but we can do a lot with just a good radio station. 
It is obvious the Vietnamese army in Cambodia is in trouble. A lot of young 
soldiers from the south would like to defect. We could tell them how to do it, 
where to go in order to be safe. We could help them. Some may even join us." 


It is not known if Tang and his friends have received any formal promises from 


the United States. One State Department official told us: "We are not sure 
Truong Nhu Tang can overthrow the Hanoi regime. But it can add to the pressure."

VO CHI CONG ADDRESS AT CONFERENCE ON CONTRACTS

[Address by Vo Chi Cong, member of the VCP Central Committee Political Bureau 
and vice chairman of the SRV Council of Ministers, at a conference held in 

Ha Nam Ninh in August 1981 to review implementation of product contract system 
in agriculture] 


[Text] During the past few days I have heard a recapitulative report by the 
Ministry of Agriculture and opinions expressed by a number of provinces, 
districts and cooperatives on the multifaceted impact of the implementation of 
end-product contracts with workers. These reports, all good, pointed out the 
basic strengths of the new contractual system, its specific weaknesses to be 
overcome and the lessons to be learned in order to perfect the system. The 
purpose of my address today is to confirm the correctness of these reports and, 
. the same time, to add some additional views. 


Seven months have elapsed since the issuance of Directive No 10% of the VCP 
Central Committee secretariat. At this conference, many comrades have said 

that this directive could not have come at a better time and that it has been 
warmly welcomed by many peasants. It has prompted the entire party to achieve 

a unity of view on a new managerent policy and has created conditions for the 
mass movement to develup vigorovsly and expand quickly throughout the country. 
However, when Directive No 100 wus first promulgated, the system of end-product 
contracts with workers had not been as fully and widely practiced as it is today. 
For this reason, it is our responsibility to follow and review the implementation 
of this product contract system in agricultural cooperatives so as to perfect it. 


We have seen many similar phenomena in the realities of revolutionary activities 
in our country. When a party or state policy is first issued, it cannot provide 
for all aspects of a struggle which can have many forms and can be waged according 
to extremely diversified methods. But the most important thing is that once a 
correct policy is laid down, once the correct “button” is pushed, it will have 
enormous strength. Then, gradually improved through practice, such a correct 
policy will eventually become perfect. 


It can be said that during the past few years there has been no other economic 


management policy on the agricultural front which has been accepted by the masses 
as quickly as the policy of end-product contracts with labor groups and workers in 
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accordance with the spirit of Directive No 100 of the VCP Central Committee 
secretariat and with the instructions of the Council of Ministers Standing Commit- 
tee. Within only one production season, the system of product contracts with 
workers has advanced from an experiment in a number of cooperatives in Vinh Phu 
Province and a relatively wide practice in Haiphong City and Nghe Tinh Province 
to being widely implemented in all progressive, average and poor cooperatives 

in the northern delta, midlands and highlands. In the south, the cooperatives 
and production collectives which have been through several production seasons 

as well as those which were recently set up have expanded the application of the 
system on an experimental basis. Product contracts have been applied not only 

in the cultivation of rice but also in the planting of subsidiary food crops and 
industrial crops and in livestock raising. They have been applied by basic 
production units as well as specialized units of cooperatives. For the winter- 
spring crop, product contracts were applied in 82 percent of the cooperatives 

in the northern delta, midlands and the former zone 4; 31 percent of the coopera- 
tives in the central coastal provinces; 49 percent of the cooperatives in the 
central highlands; and 10 percent of the cooperatives in the northern highlands. 
In some Nam Bo provinces, a number of cooperatives and production collectives 
have also applied product contracts on an experimental basis. For this year's 
summer-fall and 10th-month crops, this contractual system has been implemented 
in nearly all cooperatives in the Bac Bo delta and midlands and the former 

zone 4; in more than 70 percent of the cooperatives in the central coastal and 
central highlands provinces, and in 50 percent of the cooperatives in the northern 
highlands. In the recent winter-spring crop, 96 percent of the cooperatives 
practicing the system directly entered into product contracts with workers and 
only 3 percent signed contracts with labor groups. For the 10th-month crop, the 
number of cooperatives adopting product contracts directly with workers has 
become even larger. Even Vu Thang, a foremost progressive cooperative, which 
applied product contracts with labor groups in the last winter-spring season, has 
signed contracts directly with workers in the current 10th-month crop. 


Application of product contracts has become a vigorous revolutionary movement and 
has whipped up an unprecedented production fervor among the masses in the country- 
side. It has brought about practical results and is opening up splendid pros- 
pects for agricultural production. 


The realities of the development of production, the consolidation of new produc- 
tion relations and the building of a new countryside are the most appropriate 
yardsticks of the socialist management system in agriculture. 


Through the recapitulation reports of the Ministry of Agriculture, provinces, 
districts and grassroots organizations, and through the debates in the party paper 
and among cadres returning from their inspection tours, we have evaluated the 
splendid results enthusiastically and correctly, and pointed out severely the 
weakpoints and shortcomings of the contract movement. 


First of all, let us talk about the results obtained through the policy of product 
contracts in agricultural cooperatives. 





1. Product Contracts Have Stimulated the Development of Production 


As you all are aware, in the recent winter-spring crop grain output nationwide 
increased by 280,000 tons. T*‘s is partly attributable to relatively favorable 
weather conditions, but the 1° cause of the increase in output was product 
contracts. Of this increased ....:. output, we can see that in the north, where 
the product contract movement was in full swing, the peasants netted 220,000 tons; 
while in the south, where the weather was even more favorable, only 60,000 tons 
were obtained. A more thorough analysis will show that in places where product 
contracts were given out to workers, labor output and the volume of production 
were higher than localities which have not yet adopted the systen. 


According to reports from various localities, the general increase in production 
in the north is 9 percent but in the provinces where the system has been broadly 
expanded the increase is 15 percent. Some provinces have recorded a fairly high 
increase. For instance, Thanh Hoa has increased production by 27.9 percent; 
Haiphong, 26.2 percent; Nghe Tinh, 20 percent, and Quang Ninh, 27.4 percent. 


As a result of expanding the system of product contracts with workers, many 
districts that used to achieve low paddy output in the past have increased their 
production at an accelerated pace. They are Kim Son District (Ha Nam Ninh 
Province) which has increased its production by 38 percent; Yen Thanh District 
(Nghe Tinh Province), 25 percent, and Trung Son District (Thanh Hoa Province), 
50 percent. Many weak cooperatives have become fairly good ones thanks to the 
implementation of this system. 


The districts and cooperatives, which have achieved high output thanks to their 
fairly good intensive cultivation capabilities, are obtaining even better results 
in applying the contract system. For instance, Hung Ha District (Thai Binh 
Province) has achieved 38.6 quintals, an increase of 6 quintals per hectare; 

Xuan Thuy District (Ha Nam Ninh Province) has netted 33.8 quintals, an increase 
of 3.6 quintals per hectare, and The Nguyen Xa Cooperative (in Thai Binh Province) 
has achieved 54.5 quintals, registering an increase of 4 quintals per hectare as 
compared with the previous winter-spring crop. 


The results of the contract system in cooperatives and production collectives in 
the coastal central provinces, in the highlands and in western and eastern 

Nam Bo are similar. In Nghia Binh Province, many cooperatives that applied the 
system in the recent winter-spring crop increased production by 17.6 percent. 
Among them is the Phuong Thang Coopera-ive which recorded an increase as high 

as 32 percent. 


2. End-Product Contracts With Workers Have Helped Consolidate Cooperatives and 
Strengthen Socialist Production Relations 


Some comrades are afraid that the new system will erode the new production relations. 
We know that in evaluating a certain kind of production, the nature of labor and 

the implementation of the principle of distribution. While carrying out the 

new contract system in compliance with the VCP secretariat's divectives and the 
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Ministry of Agriculture's guidance, cooperatives still can control and manage 
essential production means closely and depend on collective manpower to function. 
What is different from the past is that some tasks are to be essigned to collec- 
tive manpower by cooperatives, while others are entrusted to individual workers 
and families--which is even more profitable--in accordance with the production 
guidelines and plans, norms and technical regulations laid out by cooperatives. 
In this way, cooperatives still control products, supervise the implementation 
of plans and distribute their products in a unified manner in conformity with the 
principles of distribution on the basis of the amount of labor performed and that 
of closely combining the three interests (of society, of the collective and 

of the individual). Cooperatives and production collectives will remain socialist 
collective economic units in spite of their correct implementation of the new 
contract system. 


The superiority of the new production relations must primarily be reflected in 

the fact that labor output is higher than when production was individual. When 
production is developed, when labor output is increased and when the life of 
cooperative members, the various funds of cooperatives and the fulfillment of 

paddy obligations are ensured, cooperative members will become increasingly attached 
to cooperatives. This certainly will not weaken cooperatives. 


We have long worried about the fairly high percentage--about 70 percent--of average 
and weak cooperatives. This is a weakpoint of the agricultural cooperative move- 
ment. But as a result of the system of product contracts with workers, production 
has developed and weak, and even hopelessly weak, cooperatives have initially 

been reconsolidated and have become average and fairly good cooperatives. Their 
change for the better is reflected in various aspe*ts of activity: plans for 
cultivated areas and for production norms have been fulfilled; a high percentage 

of manpower has been mobilized for production and the development of sectors and 
occupations in cooperatives; many people who left production for trade and other 
occupations have been attracted back to production; the income of members and the 
value of their workdays are high: the accumulated capital of cooperatives is 

fairly abundant, and the paddy obligation to the state has been fulfilled. What 

is encouraging is that cooperative members are now deeply devoted to their work, 
show great enthusiasm to cooperative activities and associate their responsibilities 
with their interests, thus making them truly attached to cooperatives. In some 
places, many persons who left cooperatives have now reapplied for membership. 


I have visited the Son Ha Cooperative (Ha Son Binh)--an unaccountably weak 
cooperative know to have left almost 100 hectares of land or one-third of its 
crop area uncultivated each year. Because of the cooperative's operational 
decline, many of its members have given up production and turned to trading for 
a living. Since implemeniing product contracts with workers, the cooperative, 
however, has again been able to motivate its members to work with enthusiasm, 
carry out the movement for production during the winter-spring crop season, 
plant rice over the entire area and double its rice output over that of previous 
years (1976-1978), thus fulfilling its annual grain obligation to the state, 
markedly increasing its members’ incomes and creating enthusiasm among the masses. 
According to the reports received from various provinces and the Ministry of 
Agriculture, progress similar to that of the Son Ha Cooperative is being made 
by others. 
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In former Nam Bo, the application of product contracts on an experimental basis 
by a number of localities has begun to develop its effectiveness in accelerating 
the movement for cooperativization and consolidating and perfecting cooperatives 
and production collectives for increased production. 


3. Production Expenses Will Be Reduced if Potentials in Manpower, Land and 
Material and Technical Bases Are Developed 


We often say that manpower and land are the two major sources of our assets 
and greatest potentials for agricultural production. But what should we do to 
develop these potentials? 


The results obtained by localities applying product contracts with workers clearly 
show that they have been able to increase the number of workers, workdays and 
work hours. The number of workers has increased by 10 percent, the number of 
workdays by approximately 10 percent and the number of work hours by approximately 
30 percent. Thus, the amount of time dedicated to productive labor has increased 
by 40-60 percent. Labor quality--an important factor in agricultural production-- 
has also been improved markedly. Meanwhile, workers have been encouraged to do 
their work voluntarily and with a sense of responsibility, and to develop their 
existing experience and acquire new techniques. The question mentioned above is 
of special value to our agricultural production at a time when it still depends 
heavily on manual labor. 


Thanks to the aforementioned factors, land--our most valuable asset--has been used 
in a more satisfactory manner. Ricefields have no longer been left uncultivated, 
the movement for interplanting and multicropping has developed further, land 
reclamation has been stepped up in many localities and the area planted with 

5th month-spring rice in the north has been expanded by another 170,000 hectares. 


Meanwhile, manpower--including primary and secondary labor--supplied by families 
has been used more satisfactorily in such tasks as soil preparation, fertilizer 
production and soil improvement to support intensive cultivation. All farmland 
water conservancy networks, seed and fertilizer supply establishments and vegeta- 
tion protection and veterinary stations have also played an effective role in 
support of agricultural production. Many cooperatives members and their families 
have even obtained additional work tools, buckets, water wheels and draft cattle 
in an effort to ensure that crops are planted on schedule and in accordance with 
proper techniques. To meet the demand for increased production and to ensure 
the implementation of product contracts, all material and technical bases 
necessary for production have not been dismantled but further consolidated. In 
addition, the request of the masses for the construction of additional material 
and technical bases in order to apply advanced science and technology to 
production quickly and so that cooperatives can provide better gvidance for the 
execution of various important tasks in the process of production. 


Thanks to the increase in labor productivity and to the general efforts to carry 
out production in accordance with technical regulations while yet in the process 
of implementing the contract system, production expenses have reduced in both 

terms of manpower and materials. The practice of "randomly evaluating work and 
recording marks” has significantly been restrained. All cooperatives are videly 
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adopting the measures necessary to reduce the numbers of cadres and workdays in 
an indirect way. Thanks to the application of product contracts with laborers, 
the Ng ven Xa Cooperative (Thai Binh)--a progressive cooperative--was able to 
elimin ite the equivalent of 34,000 workdays during the recent winter-spring crop 
season Cooperatives applying product contracts have usually been able to 
reduce their production expenses by an average of 10-15 percent. This is what 
we have been expecting for quite some time. 


4. The District Level Will Be Strengthened if the Managerial Ability of 
Cooperative Cadres Is Improved 


In applying product contracts with workers, it is necessary for managerial cadres, 
production unit cadres and technical cadres of cooperatives to observe activities 
in the ricefields and all the work performed by cooperative members closely. 


Based on the demand for production by cooperatives, changes must also be made 
promptly in the leadership and management work at the district level. Mary 
districts, prior to imp)ementing product contracts, have been compelled to review 
their production and crop allocation plans and guidelines and reorganize the 
size of production collectives among various cooperatives. As a result, they 
have been able to replace hundreds of unit cadres and party chapter secretaries 
found to be unqualified for the management of tasks related to the supply of 
materials and for the supervision of the jobs performed by various professional 
units of cooperatives. 


5. The Three Interests Are Implemented Satisfactorily 


During this conference, many comrades rightly said that the fact that workers’ 
vital interests had not received due attention was one of the causes of negativism 
in productive labor. Meanwhile, distribution has been carried out in a very 
egalitarian manner. The fact that those who worked hard were not properly paid 
has discouraged willing people from doing extra work and has made unwilling people 
lazy. Since the end results of production have not been linked with workers’ 
interests, the workers do not pay attention to their products and adopt a 
negative attitude, which adversely affects production and the interests of 
collectives and society. 


The implementation of contracts for finished products with workers has developed 
production and has created a basis on which to unify and uniformly promote the 
three interests. This has been corroborated by the concrete results obtained 

in those cooperatives which implemented product contracts during the last winter- 
spring season. In the advanced cooperatives, their members’ income has increased 
by 15-20 percent on the average while the income of members of fair and weak 
cooperatives has increased by 20-30-50 percent, approximately. All other funds 
in the cooperatives have also increased. The obligations to the state were also 
fulfilled more quickly and completely. Some localities doubled the amount of 
produce submitted to fulfill their obligations as compared with last year's 
winter-spring season. Many districts and cooperatives even fulfilled their annual 
obligations for grain and pork during the winter-spring season. In the north, 
more than 530,000 tons of grain were collected within a short period of time. 

If the state had more goods for exchange, it would be able to collect from 100,000- 
150,000 additional tons. Such figures have never been recorded before. 
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6. The People's Collective Master Has Actually Developed 


In the vital interest of the cooperative members and the system of product con- 
tracts, conditions should be created for the cooperative members to participate 
in discussing production projects, determining work and economic and technical 
norms, and distributing finished products. The meetings of cooperative members 
to take various decisions on awarding contracts have never been so complete 

and animated as they are now. In the course of implementing contracts, the 
people can supervise the activities of managerial cadres and production teams. 
Recently, the chiefs of some cooperatives and production teams and their deputies 
were recommended for replacement by their own cooperative members because they 


had delayed thi implementation of product contracts, thus causing some losses 
during the harvest. 


In those localities where product contracts are implemented, production has develop- 


ed and the revolutionary mass movement has flourished, thus creating favorable 
political conditions for developing party, administrative and people's organiza- 
tions, for fulfilling the military obligations and for reducing negative mani- 
festations. Needy families of wounded soldiers and fallen heroes have been 
awarded contracts on a priority basis and have been assisted by the local people 
under the managerial control of cooperatives. As a result, their livelihood has 
been stabilized and a spirit of love and mutual assistance has flourished in the 
coumtryside. 


To sum up, many localities have scrupulously complied with VCP Central Committee 
secretariat Directive No 100 to implement the policy of awarding product contracts 
in agricultural cooperatives. These initial results can be considered-as very 
satisfactory. They prove that this policy is completely correct. 


However, due either to inexperience or a lack of close leadership, guidance and 
supervision, there still are shortcomings, at times serious, in some localities. 
These include questionable allocations of land and ricefields, abuse of draft 
animals, impractical production volume norms (either high or too low) and poor 
guidance for tasks performed by various specialized teams. In some localities, 
nonspecific contracts have been awarded to cooperative members. 


The fact that the system of product contracts has become a broad socialist 
revolutionary movement in the rural areas is due first of all to the correct 
policy of our party and state--specifically Directive No 100—and to the close 
guidance of the VCP secretariat and the Council of Ministers’ Standing Committee. 
To be more precise, our party and state have first of all relied on the creativity 
of the people and primary production installations to formulate general policies 
and guidance. The sense of responsibility felt by many party committee echelons 
and local administrative units, coupled with a sensitivity to new factors, and 
the close leadership of the Ministry of Agriculture and several other sectors have 
helped expand the movement quickly. By the way, it should be stated that the 
press, radio, television and local and central education and propaganda agencies 
and the agencies engaged in theoretical work have contributed considerably to 
propagating the policy and to motivating and guiding primary production installa- 
tions in implementing product contracts. I think that in the recent past our 
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propaganda and education agencies have continuously concentrated on wri 
several correct and profoundly significant 
attentively watched and welcomed the press 
accordingly. This should be considered a factor 


quickly and firmly. 


These reasons aside, it must be said, first of all, that the end-contract systes 

itself is correct, conforms to the objective economic laws in 

of the period of transition to socialism and accords with the masses’ asp 

If the system has provided a basis for our ideological work an4 has fowd 

general acceptance, it is because it is correct. But in what way? In ay opinion,

its correctness lies primarily in two important factors: 


First, it is the organization of labor. What is the suitable to 

productive labor when production work is predominantly manual? We all know that 
labor must be organized and work divided according tc the work 

Any work that can be profitably done collectively must be done that way. Any 
work that can be carried out more successfully by individual laborers and families 
must be assigned to individuals and families. To apply end-product contracts with 
workers is, first of all, to organize labor in such « way as to suit the standards 
of our principal means of production, especially work tools. 
cooperative in Quang Nam-Danang once asked me about 

The actual number of job 
to be assigned to specialized units depends on the material and 

of each locality. How can a cooperative take on irrigation work if there is no 
water conservancy projects and if it has to rely mainly on rain water for 
We should not be afraid that individual labor will become individualistic. 
are two different things, indeed! The mode of individualistic. Production 
linked with the ownership of small plots of land and with the operation of each 
family as a separate economic unit having its own production orientation and 
taking possession of all the income derived from its production work. Therefore, 
this mode of production totally differs from the system of product contracts with 
laborers which we are applying. 


Second, it is the distribution problem. Im the past, under the piece-work contract 
system, the laborer was only concerned about work points and not about the end 
products of his work. As a consequence, cadres took to awarding work points 
indiscriminately while cooperative members worked for nothing but work credits. 

As he was not associated with his products, the laborer could not care less about 
the end products and resorted to many negative practices in his production work. 

On top of this, distribution was carried out on an egalitarian basis, ensuring 
equal income for good and bad workers alike. What Lenin said, roughly, was: 

Equal work, equal pay. The to-each-according-to-his-work distribution systes 

we are implementing now conforms to this principle because it links the laborer 
with his eA products. Thus, distribution has been in fact linked with the results 
of the laborer's work. Moreover, this distribution system safeguards all three 
interests (of the state, the collectives and the laborers) and pays attention 

to the interests of workers. With workers enthusiastically engaged in production, 
the amount of social products will increase and the interests of the collectives 
and the state will also be better served. We can confidently say that many negative 








practices developed in collective production work in the past because the former 
distribution system failed to associate the three interests satisfactorily and, 
especially, to promote the interests of workers adequately. 


As I have already said, applying product contracts in agricultural cooperatives 
is a correct policy. That is why it has deaceatrated enormous strength, stirred 
up a revolutionary mass movement and given rise to high economic efficiency. Even 
so, we still have to pay the utmost attention to correcting its shortcomings and 
preventing them from spreading. Since this product contract policy is new, it 
needs to be gradually improved. Concerning this problem, I basically approve 
of the part of the Ministry of Agriculture report which spells out the guidel ines 
for improving the product contract system. We should collect the opinions of all 
localities, especially those of the grassroots units, make necessary correct ions 
and then disseminate them among all areas for use as guidance. Today, i would 
like only to express some opinions about a number of problems you comrades 
brought up. 


What is “blank-check” contracting and how to prevent it? As I understand it, 
"blank-check" contracting is giving contracts without guidelines, without alloca- 
tion of production work, without production plans, without economic and technical 
norms and without tight control of the eight jobs. Before the introduction of 
product contracts, a fairly large sumber of cooperatives practiced “blank-check" 
contracting. Many production units entered into “three contracts” only to back 
out later. So, it is not true that “blank-check” contracts have come into being 
only under the product contract system. As for the way to combat “blank-check" 
contracting, all cooperatives must adopt production guidelines, plans and norms, 
* establish technical standards and truly manage production work. 


Some comrades have asked whether we should apply product contracts with labor groups 
or with workers. This, according to the spirit of Directive No 100, depends on 

the wishes of cooperative members. During the winter-spring crop, reality showed 
that contracts with labor groups accounted for only 3 percent of the cases. In 

the current 10th-month crop season, labor group contracts have almost compbhetely 
vanished. Contracts with individual laborers provide a stronger incentive and, 
consequently, will bring about higher economic efficiency. Phuoc Thang I Coopera- 
tive in Nghia Binh Province has reached the conclusion that application of product 
contracts with large labor groups would help increase output by § percent, with 
small labor groupe by 16 percent and with individual laborers by 32 percent. 

Vu Thang and Nguyen Xa are both progressive cooperatives of Thai Binh Province. 

In the recent winter-spring crop, Vu Thang, implementing contracts vith labor groups, 
increased its rice yield by 2 quintale per hectare compared with last year, whereas 
Nguyen Xa, which entered into contracts with both labor groups and individual 
laborers, boosted its yield by 3.3 quintale per hectare. From this, we can see 

that contracts with laborers will bring about better economic results. 


Some other comrades have also asked: For how long will we apply this systen! 
This morning, during my visit to a cooperative on the outskirts of Nam Dinh, 

the comrade secretary of the village party committee asked me the same question, 
showing his worry that such a correct policy might be applied only for a few crop 
seasons. First of all, we must realize that end-product contracts with laborers 
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constitute a progressive contractual system which is being widely applied even in 
countries with modern industry. As to the specific forms and methods of contracts, 
they may be changed if the conditions of production work, especially prod.:tion 
tools’ change. But right now, with our labor being predominantly manual, we should 
continue to do what we are doing and this certainly not for just a short period. 


Thus, we have confirmed the total correctness of the policy of applying product 
contracts with workers. Sut we still have e¢ lot to do in the immediate future. 
We must satisfactorily carry out the following tasks: 


1. Continue to broaden and vigorously promote the implementation of product con- 
tracts with laborers in agricultural cooperatives and production collectivos 

in all areas, including the mountainous areas. In the former Nam Bo provinces, 
after reviewing the results of the pilot projects, we must broaden the implementa- 
tion of contracts in production collectives and apply this system in the new pro- 
duction collectives and cooperatives immediately after they are s*t up so as to 
promote the agricultural cooperativization movement. 


2. Promptly overcome all shortcomings in the process of implementing product con- 
tracts and perfect contractual work in conjunction with improving all aspects of 


cooperative management . 


3. Actively train cadres for cooperatives, especially management cadres; organize 


production units, and deploy a contingent of production cadres capable of carrying 
out contractual work. 


4. Strengthen the district level so as to make it capable of guiding and managing 
all aspects of the activities of cooperatives and production collectives. The 
districts must assume the tasks of providing supplies and technical guidence, 
guiding mass movements and promptly correcting all errors and shortcomings committed 
during the process of implementing product contracts. 


5. Through ite actual review of the winter-spring production movement, the Ministry 
of Agriculture should continue to provide concrete guidance to all localities so 

as to help them perfect contractual work and to ensure even better results for the 
policy of implementing product contracts with laborers. 


On behalf of the VCP Central Committee and the government, once again I commend 

all localities, the Ministry of Agriculture and all sectors for their active 
contributions to broadening the implementation of product contracts in agriculture. 
Il also commend various propaganda organs, the presse and various radio stations 

for their important contributions to promoting new factors, guiding the broadening 
of the mass movement and correctly implementing the policy of the party and the 
government.

PARTY ACTIVITIES AND GOVERNMENT 


SRV COUNCIL OF MINISTERS RESHUFFLED AS OF 23 JANUARY 1981

[Text] On the basis of a resolution passed in a previous session of the National 
Assembly Standing Committee, Acting President Nguyen Huu Tho on 23 January signed 
an order to change the organization and staff of the Council of Ministers. 


According to this decision, the Ministry of Power and Coal is divided into two-- 
the Ministry of Power and the Ministry of Mining and Coal. At the same time, the 
Ministry of Food is also divided into two--the Ministry of Food and the Ministry 
of Food Industry. 


With regard to the staff, the above mentioned order discharges the following six 
ministers: Messrs Ho Viet Thang (former Minister of food), Tran Van Hien (Home Trade), 
Nguyen Thanh Binh (Water Conservancy), Do Chinh (Marine Products), Tran Kien (Forestry) 
and Nguyen Chan (Mining and Coal). 


Following are eight newly appointed ministers: La Lam Gia (Food), Nguyen Canh Dinh 
(Water Conservancy), Nguyen Tien Trinh (Marine Products), Phan Xuan Dot (Forestry), 
Pham Khai (Power), Nguyen Chan (Mining and Coal) (DOAN KET note: Same name as that 
of the former minister of power and coal), Dang Viet Chau (minister at the premier's 
office) and Vu Dai (minister, vice chairman of the State Planning Commission). 


Simultaneously, the following three ministers are ‘appeiates to new posts in the 
Council of Ministers: 


-Mr. Tran Quynh gives up his position as vice chairman of the State Planning Commis- 
sion to become vice premier; 

-Mr. Vu Tuan, formerly minister at the Premier's Office, now becomes minister of 
food industry; 

-Mr. Tran Phuong gives up his position as vice chairman of the State Planning Commis- 
sion to become minister of home trade. 


(These changes followin the wake of the reshuffle of the Council of Ministers a 
year ago and pave the way for the appointment of a new Council of Ministers to take 
place in the middle of this year after the election of the Seventh National Assembly 
on 26 April 1981. 
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Most of the newly appointed ministers were formerly vice ministere--or directors 

of departments in some cases--and are under 50 years of age on the average (the 
persons giving up their functions of ministers being all over 60 years of age). 

The promotion of these cadres is effected in the spirit of a Political Bureau resolu- 
tion on organization which was made public in late December 1980. This resolution 
is aimed at “effecting a profound change with the objective of strengthening leader- 
ship and management, especially in the economic field"--NHAN DAN issue of 31 December 
1980. Concerning the appointment of leading cadres in particular, the Political 
Bureau resolution states: 


"The ‘promotion and demotion are necessary’ motto mist be applied in the assignment 

of cadres. It is necessary to overcome conservative and feudalist views conducive 

to the failure to base oneself on the political task and the failure to consider 

the fulfillment of one's mission as a concentrated manifestation of a cadre's qualities 
and capacities... 


"In assigning the contingent of cadres, it is necessary to take local circumstances 
into consideration and to know how to coordinate qualified and capable cadres with 
those of different age groups, to associate industrialists and agriculturists with 
the intelligentsia and to combine leading cadres with managerial and specialized 
ones. It is necessary to boldly promote qualified and capable young cadres to posts 
in the production organization and also to know how to exercise management according 
to the socialist business method.

MISMANAGEMENT OF OIL SUPPLY CRITICIZED

[Text] “Oil is out of stock" and "Oil supply has not yet arrived" are the words 
often seen in front of fuel shop counters. Everyone of us knows that the state has 
met with great difficulties in importing and transporting this commodity in order 

to supply it tc the people. The persons in charge of oil supply must certainly have 
a better undersrexding of this situation in order to prevent oil "leakage" in the 
distribution process. It is regretable, however, that there have been instances of 
oil “going out" only but never “coming in" so that it would be useless to wait for 
it! The municipal workers’ inspection team has just revealed that in the first 5 
months of this year, the Fuel Corporation has "released" over 20,000 liters of oil 
through “internal distribution," "distribution to friendly agencies" and sale at 

the price of...oil use in lighting! After checking the document files, it has found 
that the corporation had allowed someone to buy more than 200 liters on a "priority" 
basis merely on presentation of a handwritten statement and that it had even permitted 
some individuals to buy twice. Noteworthy is the fact that, in May, 67 members of 
the corporation personnel bought oil in such a manner on a per capita average of 

16 kgs. On 29 May 1981, 29 persons in the corporation bought 464 kgs. 


Notice No 198-KH and Official Letter No 237~-TN/KH of the Trade Service has already 
stipulated the way in which oil used in lighting should be sold. Instead of quoting 
these documents, Nguoi Xay Dung wishes only to suggest that the Fuel Corporation 
leaders review the situation to see how erroneously they have implemented the 
instructions and that they take urgent measures to compel the wrongdoers to return 
the stray (7) oil to the state. It is hoped that the high-level organ in the cop 
corporation will certainly examine this case and deal with it appropriately.

EDITORIAL PROMOTES SUBWARD MARKETING COOPERATIVES

[Editorial: "Developing Marketing Cooperatives in Subwards"] 


[Text] Implementing municipal policy, many subwards have set up marketing co- 
operatives to serve the people in the ward. To date, some subward marketing 
cooperatives have succeeded in recruiting hundreds of members, nearly 600 shares 
of stock have generated a moderately large capital, and members have held a con- 
gress to elect management boards and control boards and to discuss and pass mo- 
tions on operational orientation and open a bank account. 


Nevertheless, the work of organizing marketing cooperatives in urban Hanoi has 
in general proceeded at too slow a pace. Out of the 32 subwards that decided to 
set up marketing cooperatives, only 17 have succeeded (about 20 percent of the 
total number of subwards in the city). The business activities of many coopera- 
tives are still poor; the orientation of some is incorrect. Management remains 
disorganized and is not in line with established practices. 


With the commercial service function and responsibility entrusted to it, and with 
an operational orientation toward the grassroots level, the subward marketing co- 
operative fills an important role in the grassroots organization of life for the 
people. Now that the drive is on everywhere to improve distribution, circulation, 
and market management, it is all the more important that subward marketing co- 
operatives develop their role of promoting public sector commerce and help sta- 
bilize market prices and prevent speculators from raising prices. Moreover, 
since subwards have been tasked with managing production teams and cottage in- 
dustry workers in a move to decentralize management in the city, as resolved at 
the recently held first session of the 8th term of the People's Congress, the 
subward marketing cooperative can and must still render service to production, 
distribution, and circulation. 





Thus, the growth and simultaneous consolidation of the marketing cooperative in 
the subward is an objective and immediate requirement that demands direct and 
efficient guidance from wards and from the city, along with positive efforts of 
each ward's people to take part. 


Those cooperatives that have been established must be consolidated in organiza- 
tion, invigorated in awareness and perspective of service, operational orienta- 
tion, and direction of management and working style. Those places lacking 











cooperatives need encouragement, through propaganda drives, to establish coopera- 
tives; they also need organizational groundwork. The practical experience of 
subward marketing cooperatives with successful business operations, especially 
in the area of providing two meals and providing services, must be widely pub- 
licized as basic data for study and application. This will help unify organi- 
zation, system, policy, and management of business operations; it will also 
prevent the appearance of certain negative characteristics regarding capital 

ani goods in the operational cycle. 


The formation of a management board in marketing cooperatives on the subward 
level is an indispensable key to their correct guidance and direction toward 
service operations and management practice that is consistent with the nature 
of the collective economic organization of socialist commerce of the working 
people.

DEVELOPMENT OF ECONOMIC ZONES REVIEWED 
OW300434 Hanoi VNA in English 0336 GMT 30 Sep 81 


[Text] Hanoi, VNA, September 30--The development of economic zones in Vietnam 
is reviewed by Phan Dinh Phung, master-of-sciences in agronomy, in a letter to 
readers of the pictorial magazine VIETNAM. The article reads: 


Great changes have taken place in Vietnam since the victory of the August revolu- 
tion in 1945, notably the profound changes in the countryside. Agricultural 
transformation has resulted in collectivization. Moreover, the peasants who, for 
thousands of years, were used to living in their own villages, are moving to new 
places to build their homes. 


Land reclamation, though practiced steadily for many years, has been extended on 
an unheard-of scale since the liberation of southern Vietnam. It falls into 
context with the setting up of new economic zones and the redistribution of the 
workforce and the population as a whole. The work is of paramount importance, 
but its execution is rendered difficult by a psychological factor: the peasants’ 
attachment to their ancestral villages. There can be no coercion, of course. 
There can be only motivation: to make the peasants realise the benefit to both 
society and themselves. 


In the 1976-1980 five-year plan a total of 252,000 families with more than 1.5 million 
persons moved from over-populated arevzs in the Red River delta, the coastal 

provinces, and crowded cities, settled down in distant areas, where they opened 

up the land for cultivation, setting up more than 200 state farms specializing 

in food and industrial crops, and almost 400 cooperatives and thousands of 

production collectives or teams. 


Of the 700,000 newly-reclaimed hectares, 560,000 hectares--or 80 percent--have 
been put to use: 380,000 hectares are grown with food crops, the rest used for 
long-term industrial plants such as rubber, coffee, tea, etc., for short-term 
ones, and for fruit. In five years, an equivalent or 800,000 tons of paddy was 
delivered to the state. 


Obviously land reclamation is part of the overall plan for economic development 

and social transformation. Millions of people, indeed, are building for themselves 
a new life which, among other amenities, is graced by 200,000 new houses, 

700 schools, 400 creches and kindergartens, 22 hospitals, 400 medical stations, 

300 stores, 1,500 kilometres of roads, 220 bridges and culverts, 130 dams, and 

30 pumping stations. 





State investments were in the form of 1.4 billion dong, hundreds of thousands of 
tons of food, tens of thousands of tons of cement and construction steel, and 
thousands of machines, not to mention investments made by fraternal countries 

under co-operation plans, and humanitarian aid amounting to millions of U.S. dollars. 


The new lands, transformed by the hand of hard-working peasants, have all the 
characteristics of the traditional village, while being an expression of their 
builders’ hope in the future. In Thanh Hoa Province, 40,222 more hectares have 
been opened, of which 35,588 have been put under crops. The new fields gave 
22,000 tons of paddy, 4,267 tons of maize, and 32,000 tons of sweet potatoes and 
manioc in 1980, Darlac Province, with its 28,475 hectares, produced 520,000 tons 
of food in the same year. 


Worthy of note are the farms run by former inhabitants of Hanoi, such as the one 

in Lam Dong, Song Be, Bao Loc and other areas in the south. On the Lam Vien Plateau 
a “new Hanoi” has been licked into shape by almost 2,000 families from the national 
capital. Already there are two plantations, 12 agroforest co-operatives, eight 
factories, and many public facilities. In three years the settlers cleared 3,200 
hectares and produced 4,000 tons of food. A plan is afoot to build on Lam Vien 

the biggest dairy farm in the whole country. 


Encouragement is given to private production alongside the development of the national 
and collective economies, through the al!'otment of land for private production. 


The benefit of the new economic zones is clear. They have helped solve to a certain 
degree the food problem and further step up crop specialization, which has been 
carried out for some time in the north, and which is just beginning in the south. 
The setting up of new economic zones also channels manpower to where it is much 
needed, and peoples desert regions, thus facilitating the spread of culture and 
civilization. 


The achievements of the past five years, however, were very modest, considering 
the need for as many as four million more hectares and the resettlement of dozens 
of millions of people. The next five-year plan, therefore, provides for the 
resettlement of 1 million to 1.5 million work-age people and the opening of 
700,000 hectares for about 100 state farms, mostly specialising in rice and 
industrial crops. 


This is a great deal of work, which requires still greater effort. Yet, the 
experiences gleaned in the past will certainly facilitate the execution of this 
task, which is aimed at solving both long term and immediate problems.

VINH PHU RESETTLEMENT--To date 810 families of Dao tribesmen from various 
mountainous districts of Vinh Phu Province have moved to low land for resettle- 
ment. They have established 30 agricultural cooperatives and production teams 
and gradually stabilized their daily life. The province has invested 1.5 million 
dong in clearing virgin land, building 52 small water conservancy projects, schools, 
sanitation posts and trade shops for those people. Thanks to the assistance 
provided by the state, M groups of Dao have resettled in areas of low land over 
the past 5 years.

DAC LAC RESETTLEMENT--Along with helping more than 6,600 families of the people

thousands of living quarters for these resettlers. In the first 6 months of this 
year, the province helped 13 mountainous villages claim a vast area of virgin 
land for cultivation.

[Summary] “During the last 10 days of September various northern provinces and 
cities turned to harvesting the early lOth-month rice crop so as to free the 
fields for the cultivation of the winter crop. 


"To date they have harvested more than 20,000 hectares, or nearly 3 times as 
much as they did in the same period last year. Specifically, Hai Hung Province 
has reaped almost 7,000 hectares; Ha Bac Province, more than 6,000 hectares; 
and Thanh Hoa Province, more than 2,000 hectares. 


“Owing to the effects of typhoon No 4 and the destruction caused by leafhoppers, 
the yield of the early 10th-month rice already harvested was not high. In 

Ha Bac Province, it was 17 quintals per hectare; in Haiphong City, 20 quintals 
per hectare, and in Thanh Hoa Province, 18 quintals per hectare. 


"The main lOth-month rice crop in all localities is curreatly i; bud. However, 
large rice areas in the Bac Bo delta and midlands as well «« in Thanh Hoa Province 
have been hit by a shortage of water caused by the recent s.ircity of rain and 
prolonged sunshine. According to the Ministry of Agricultur::;, about 100,000 
hectares of 10th-month rice are being affected by drought and urgently need to 

be watered if the rice plants are to bud and grow ears in favorable conditions. 

In the provinces from the former zone 4 southward, recent heavy rainfall has 
helped sharply reduce the drought-effected areas, but some ricefields in low-lying 
areas are becoming waterlogged. 


"More noteworthy is the fact that the areas of the 10th-month rice crop ravaged 
by harmful insects in various northern provinces seem to be increasing. According 
to the vegetation protection department, from early October onward third- 
generation brown leafhoppers will continue to hatch, and stem borers, leaf rollers 
and army worms will also develop strongly. These insects will cause the most 
serious damage toward mid-October. Therefore, all localities must continue their 
pest control efforts. 


"The southern provinces have to date grown 1.94 million hectares of 10th-month 
rice, fulfilling more than 94 percent of the target. Many provinces have completed 
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rice crop. Dac Lac, Gia Lai-cong Tum, Dong Thap, Tay Ninh, Hau Giang, Lam Dong 
and Minh Hai have fulfilled 90 percent of their rice transplanting plan. Meanvhile, 
some other provinces such as Thuan Hai, Phu Khanh and Ho Chi Minh City, still 
working at a slow pace, have transplanted only 60-70 percent of their rice ares. 


"The most favorable time for transplanting 10th-month rice in the southern provinces 
is ow already over. Those localities which have not yet transplanted all their 
rice acea should work faster so as to fulfill their rice 

provinces which have fulfilled their plan should continue to plant sore rice if 
they can so a6 to increase their rice area. All localities must strive to complete 
the transplanting of 10th-month rice within the first week of October.” 


Various localities are now harvesting fall and planting vinter-spring vegetables 
and subsidiary food crops. To date, the northern provinces and cities have grown 
nearly 20,000 hectares of winter cr +4, including sore than 8,000 hectares of 
eweet potatoes, more than 1,000 hectares of corn and more than 5,000 hectares of 
vegetables and beans. 


As all localities are lacking potato seeds to plant on all the areas planned, they 
should promptly shift to growing other winter crops on the land not yet cultivated. 


All localities should concentrate on satisfactorily carrying out the following tasks: 


The northern provinces should quickly harvest the early l0th-month rice, immediately 
plant early winter crops, concentrate efforts on saving the main 10th-month rice 
crop from drought and continue to exterminate harmful insects, especially brown 
leafhoppers, stem borers and leaf rollers. They should strive to complete the 
planting of early winter crops such as soybeans, sweet potatoes and corn and 
various kinds of vegetables and beans within mid-October. 


The southern provinces should concentrate on completing the transplanting of 10th- 
month rice, harvesting a11 summer-fall rice and satisfactorily fulfilling their 
grain obligations to the state. In addition, they should prepare enough seeds 

for the winter-spring season, protect 10th-month rice from waterlogging and drought 
and take good care of the rice already transplanted. 


In animal husbandry, al] localities should continue to apply product contracts with 


individual laborers, stamp out all epizootic outbreaks and promptly vaccinate 
domestic animals and poultry ageinst summer-wint: - diseases. 
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WATER CONSERVATION POR CROPS URGED

[Text] As reported by the Ministry of Water Conservancy, at present the typhoon 
and flashflood period is in progress in former tone-4 provinces and in the central 
coastal provinces while the typhoon and flood period is over in the lowland, 
midland and northern mountainous provinces. 


This year, the amount of rainfall in a number of mountainous localities is greater 
than in previous years but that in the lowland and midland localities for May- 
September 1981 is 70-80 percent of the «rage amount of rainfall in previous 
years and two-thirds of the amount during the same per 
the water level in rivers, lakes and reservoirs is lower than during the same 
period last year. As a result of this water and rainfall situation, tens of 
thousands of hectares of land have not been irrigated due to water shortage, 
although the 1981 10th-month crop in some areas has been slightly affected by 
waterlogging. At present, more than 10,000 out of the 100,000 hectares of the 
10th-month rice which need to be irrigated are severely affected by drought.

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The Ministry of Water Conservancy urges the localities to insure enough water for 
the riceplants which are in the blossoming or budding stages, to take preventive 
measures against haraful insects and crop pests, to protect the 10th-month rice 
crop until harvest time, to concentrate on properly protecting all irrigation 
networks, to properly manage and use all available water sources, to strive to 
save enough water for the 1981 winter crop and the 1981-82 Sth month-spring crop, 
to inspect and grasp the water situation in all reservoirs, to insure a balance 
between water capacity and the volume of winter and Sth month-spring crop produc- 
tion, and to conserve water for irrigation and drought control purposes. 
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HANOI SURVEYS AGRICULTURE FOR PAST 10 DAYS

[Review of agricultural news for the past 10 days] 


[Summary] Northern provinces over the past 10 days continued eradicating harmful 
insects and accelerating the harvest of the early 10th-month rice. Areas ravaged 
by brown leafhc ppers were reduced, but areas destroyed by leaf rollers and stem 
borers were on the increase. To date, almost 400,000 ha of ricefields have been 
ravaged by insects, of which more than 120,000 ha have been sprayed with 
insecticide. Besides, due to less rainfall in the midlands provinces and the Red 
River delta, more than 100,000 ha of 10th-month rice were faced with water shortage. 


"Southern provinces have planted more than 1.7 million ha of 10th-month rice, 
achieving more than 80 percent of the plan norms, or over 80,000 ha more than the 
same period last year. An Giang Province overfulfilled plan norms by 3 percent, 
while Gia Lai-cong Tum, Dac Lac, Dong Thap and Tay Ninh provinces achieved from 
90 to 95 percent of their plan norms." 


The agricultural season for 10th-month rice in southern provinces is almost over, 
but transplanting work has not been completed. This was due to drought in some 
provinces such as Nghia Binh, Ben Tre, Tien Giang, Long An, Phu Khanh and Thuan 
Hai; and floods in Dong Thap, An Giang and Dong Nai provinces which have submerged 
more than 30,000 ha of ricefields. 


“Along with transplanting and caring for the 10th-month rice, northern provinces 
have begun harvesting the early 1Oth-month rice. To date, Thanh Hoa Province 
has harvested more than 600 ha, Hai Hung, 300 ha; Ha Nam Ninh, 500 ha; Ha Bac, 
600 ha and Cao Bang more than 2,000 ha.” 


To date southern provinces have harvested more than 300,000 ha of summer-fall 
rice, representing more than 60 percent of the transplanted area. The pace was 
quicker than last year, but compared to the areas with ripening rice, it was still 
slow. Localities must, therefore, strive to accelerate harvesting to avoid 

damage which may be caused by typhoons and rains. 


Concerning vegetables and subsidiary crops, the nation to date has planted almost 
500,000 ha, representing a similar acreage in the same period last year. Southern 
provinces have completed their planned area and many localities are harvesting 
sweet potatoes and soybeans, while northern provinces are preparing seeds for 

the winter crop. 
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Due to natural calamities, planned allocation of rice varieties and seeds for 
the winter crops, especially potatoes and soybeans are still not sufficient; 
fertilizer is in short supply. The best period for the winter crop is from now 
to 15 October. Localities must, therefore, harvest the early 10th-month rice 
quickly and plant the winter crops as soon as possible in order to complete 
the planned acreage. 


In the days ahead, localities must concentrate efforts on carrying out satis- 
factorily the following main tasks: 


--northern provinces must strive to eradicate harmful insects to protect the 

10th-month rice, quickly harvest the early 10th-month rice and promptly begin 
on winter crop cultivation in order to ensure crop schedules and complete the 
planned area. 


--southern provinces must quickly complete the 10th-month rice acreage, care for 
the transplanted areas satisfactorily, accelerate the harvest of summer-fall 

rice and fulfill their grain obligations, and prepare sufficient seeds and material 
for the coming winter-spring crop. 


"Regarding animal husbandry, various provinces are still experiencing livestock 
and poultry epidemics. Efforts, therefore, must be concentrated on eradicating 
contagious diseases, especially anthrax in cattle in northern provinces, and foot 
and mouth disease in southern provinces. Hog raising must be expanded and the 
product-based contractual system must be applied in animal husbandry, especially 
in hog raising to increase the hog population.

NGUYEN CONG BINH DISCUSSES AGRICULTURE IN TIEN GIANG 
BK270937 Hanoi Domestic Service in Vietnamese 0400 GMT 25 Sep 81 


["Excerpts” from statement by Nguyen Cong Binh, chairman of the Tien Giang 
Provincial People's Committee, in a recent interview with a Voice of Vietnam 
correspondent on agricultural production, grain collection, agricultural 
transformation, and guidelines for economic development in his province--recorded] 


[Summary] "Despite the fact that it is one of the six most populous provinces 
throughout the country, Tien Giang has only 236,400 hectares of natural land--of 
which the rice area accounts for more than 120,000 hectares or 50.7 percent-~-and 
an average cultivated land per capita of 923 square meters." In addition, 

there are 32,000 hectares of orchards and more than 40,000 hectares of virgin land 
in the province still uncultivated due to various reasons. 


Over the past 5 years, from 1976 to 1980, the local party organization and people 
have concentrated efforts on overcoming all difficulties, including such natural 
calamities as drought, flash floods and brown leafhoppers. “As a result, in [year 
indistinct], our province was able to expand its crop area by 32,500 hectares or 
16.6 percent over 1976—an average increase of nearly 8,125 hectares or 4.56 per- 
cent per year--with rice accounting for more than 18,640 hectares or 10.9 percent, 
and to increase its total grain output by 145,000 tons compared to late 1975." 


In late 1978, despite the decrease in grain collection due to heavy losses caused 
by natural calamities, Tien Giang was still able to deliver 22,000 tons of paddy-- 
some 68 percent of the grain collection norm entrusted to it—to the central 
government to help solve the common problem facing the entire country. 


"In 1980, our province collected as many as 84,596 tons of paddy, producing an 
increase of more than 24,263 tons over 1976. Particularly since the harvest of 
the 1980-81 1LOth-month rice crop and winter-spring rice crop, it has collected 
another 76,891 tons, overfulfilling the planned norm by 17 percent." 


With the help of the central goverrment, since July 1977, our province has begun 
to set up cooperatives on a trial basis in (Tan Hoi) village, Cai Lay District. 
However, due to inexperience in various aspects, we have encountered difficulties 
in general. 


"Since implementing party central committee directive No 93 our province has 
established 12 cooperatives, with an average of 200 hectares of cultivated land 
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each, and 160 production collectives, with an average of 25 to more than 30 hec- 
tares of cultivated land each. Particularly during the first 6 months of 1981, by 
continuing to implement directive No 93, we have been able to set up two or 

three more cooperatives." Although weaknesses still exist in the managerial work 
of these cooperatives and production collectives, their production output and 
their members’ living standards have been improved in general. 


"To date, some 3,496 production solidarity teams have also been established in 
our province. As many as 803 of these teams are now able to operate satisfactorily." 


Implementing party Central Committee secretariat directive No 100, we have applied 
product contracts on a trial basis in the (Luong Binh) Cooperative, Cho Moi District, 
and have obtained good initial results, enabling the laborers to increase their 
incomes. 


In an effort to develop its economy, Tien Giang is striving to turn nearly 
40,000 hectares of virgin land into an industrial crop area along with planting 
upland rice on more than 32,000 hectares. 


Our local party organization and people are determined to gradually turn Tien Giang 
into a comprehensive agro-industrial province in the Mekong River delta region.

PATTERN FOR HOG, CATTLE, POULTRY RAISING EXPOUNDED 
Hanoi TAP CHI HOAT DONG KHOA HOC in Vietnamese No 4, Apr 81 pp 7-10 


[Article by Nguyen Van Thuong: "Develop Animal Husbandry in a Rational 
Framework" ] 


(Editorial Staff's Note: In its February 1981 issue, pages 7 to 11, TAP CHI 

HOAT DONG KHOA HOC published two different views on the problem of building a 
rational development pattern for animal husbandry and expressed the hope that 
further articles would be contributed by scientists and economists to continue the 
debate. We have received the following article from Nguyen Van Thuong, director 
of the Animal Husbandry Institute of the Ministry of Agriculture. With thanks to 
the author, we have the honor to present this article to our readers.) 


[Text] Providing feed on a stable basis is one of the decisive factors that 

ensure the development of animal husbandry. In recent years, we have encountered 
numberous difficulties in obtaining grain so that the sources of food-especially 
ground feed reserved for animal husbandry including hog raising--have been very 
limited. This situation has greatly affected the supply of food products necessary 
to the people's life. 


Concerning the need to develop animal husbandry despite the lack of ground feed 
and to contribute to solving the food problem, there has been the opinion that the 
animal husbandry pattern should be modified and that the raising of buffalos and 
oxen--a species of domestic animals that live mainly on green roughage--should 

be upgraded in place of hog raising to strike a balance between animal husbandry 
and crop cultivation with the aim of solving the food problem in our country. 


At present, shortage of grain is not a problem which confronts Vietnam alone; 

in developing animal husbandry, many countries have thought of finding some 
domestic animal which feeds on grass only but quickly yields products in plenty. 
In recent years, people in South American countries such as Venezuela and Colombia 
have discovered a species of water pig which lives in marshy land and feeds on 
various types of grass. Each year, this pig species brings forth 1.2 to 1.8 
litters each of 4 to 6 piglets and if reared for slaughter, it will yield 50 to 
75.8 kgs of meat [per head]; no matter whether it is fed merely on grass or 
ground feed, it has a higher percentage of feed transformation [into food for 
human consumption] than rabbits and sheep. If fed on 100 percent of grass, the 
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feed transformation rate will be 50.5 percent among water pigs and only 39.5 and 
49.1 percent among rabbits and sheep respectively. If fed on 100 percent ground 
feed, the feed transformation rate will clearly rise to 79.8 and 70.6 percent 
among rabbits and sheep respectively but will still be highest--84.7 percent, for 
water pigs. It follows that if ground feed is added to feed domestic animals 
which live mainly on grass, they will reproduce and grow quicker and their 
production coefficient will be higher. The same applies to dairy and beef 
cattle; to obtain a large quantity of milk and meat from them, we must add ground 
feed to their diet when it exceeds 100 volume units. On reckoning, we have found 
that to obtain 1 kg of milk, it is necessary to feed 0.3 to 0.5 unit of ground 
feed and, to obtain an increase of 1 kg in weight in the raising of beef cattle, 
it is necessary to provide about 8.5 to 10 feed units of which 20 to 30 percent 
must be constituted by starchy fodder. 


Specialists from many countries have also advised us to pay attention to the 
raising of buffalos and cattle because these animals do not require much feed mie 
of grain. This is a new question and the many opinions expressed gust be 
exchanged in earnest to arrive at a sound decision. To share in the examination 
of this question, we are going to present some views as follows: 


From an in-depth point of view, stepping up animal husbandry is to thoroughly 
exploit the biological potentials of cattle and poultry and to use them as "live 
enterprises" to transform agro-industrial products into highly nutritious ones such 
as meat, eggs and milk which are essential to human life. On the other hand, 
according to the law on the production and reproduction characteristics of each 
species of cattle and poultry, the main objective of hog raising is to obtain 

pork, that of poultry raising is to obtain eggs and, to have milk and dairy 
products, it is necessary to intensify cattle raising. Our country possesses 

not only oxen but also buffalos--the latter constituting a tropical advantage even 
though our cattle is not yet a dairy one. 





Development of poultry and cattle raising is aimed at obtaining eggs, milk and, 
of course, an additional large quantity of meat. However, in the first stage of 
animal husbandry development, not many countries in the world have solved their 
food problem through developing cattle raising except for Cuba which has a 
traditional and prosperous agro-industrial sector based on sugarcane production. 


A glance at the history of animal husbandry development aimed at solving the 

food problem in a number of European countries with an advanced animal husbandry 
sector has shown us that they have first paid attention to developing hog raising 
and to simultaneously producing many crossbred species of hog. Only after 
obtaining a steady output of pork and after a sufficient quantity of pork has been 
supplied to their people's daily consumption do these countries begin to partly 
reduce pork production and to shift to the industrial production of chicken and 
beef. Up to the years between 1970 and 1975 of this century, out of 18 North 
European countries, 10 had a per capita rate of pork consumption higher than that 
of beef consumption; as for the remaining 8 countries where the per capital rate 
of beef consumption was higher [than that of pork consumption], pork production 
continued to occupy a ratio of 40 to 45 percent while the beef production ratio 
was only about 50 percent at the maximum. 








According to this common rule, for many years in our country the yearly per 
capita rate of pork consumption has been about 65 to 70 percent and that of beef 
consumption has not exceeded the 13-15 percent level even though the total herd 
of cattle has amounted to as much as 38 to 40 percent of the total yearly herd of 
hogs. The reason is that buffalos and oxen are raised in our country mainly for 
their draft power. But the principal reason is that since the ancient times 

our people have raised hogs to obtain meat, that the pork preservation method is 
simple, that pork can be preserved for a long period of time and that hogs produce 
also lard. Lard consumption meets the most pressing customary need in the life of 
our people who have not yet got into the habit of using vegetable oil in place of 
lard like the people of the European countries. 


On the other hand, when considering the reproduction characteristics and 
productive capacities of cattle and poultry, we find that the reproduction 
coefficient of poultry takes the lead with 0.8, followed by 0.28 for rabbits and 
0.12 for hogs. The reproduction coefficient of buffalos and oxen is lowest, only 
between 0.04 and 0.045. The yearly meat production capacities of domestic animals 
and poultry are directly correlated to their reproduction capacities: Each year, 

a sow gives 1.5 to 1.6 litters of 10 piglets each; with a ratio of 60 to 70 percent 
for the piglets that are raised and that survive, minus a ratio of 30 to 40 percent 
for the piglets kept for breeding purposes, the yearly output is 250 to 300 kgs of 
meat on the hoof. If crossbred hogs are raised, a sow can produce 450 to 500 kgs 
lof meat on the hoof per year] while a buffalo or cow that gives offsprings can 
produce only between 80 and 120 kgs of meat on the hoof per year because a 

buffalo or cow gives birth to only 2 calves every 3 years; when slaughtered after 
24 months of raising, each ox calf yields only 150 to 160 kgs and each buffalo 
calf only 220 to 250 kgs of live weight. 


According to the instructions issued by the central level to the agricultural 
sector, the primary goal of our economic development is to solve the problem 

of grain and food. To organize animal husbandry according to a rational pattern, 
it is necessary to firmly grasp the laws on the reproduction, growth and 
development of cattle and poultry and to rely on the land potentials and natural 
conditions of each region to achieve this goal soon. It is thus clear that, to 
rapidly obtain plenty of food, we must pay attention to developing those species 
of domestic animals that have great reproduction capacities and a high yearly 
rotation rate; these species usually have a high reproduction coefficient and 
include hogs, rabbits and poultry (chickens, ducks and geese). 


Based on a knowledge of the biological laws governing the reproduction, growth 
and development of cattle and poultry and on the specific conditions, circum- 
stances and needs, we are of the opinion that, to rapidly obtain a [sufficient] 
quantity of food for the time being, it is necessary to pay attention to the need 
to concentrate efforts on creating all conditions ... “epping up hog raising in 
all three sectors--with tmportance to be attached t« «.dmal husbandry by the 
household sector because the latter is now raising about 90 percent of the total 
hog herd--; to the need to intensify the raising of ducks, with special importance 
to be attached to developing the seasonal raising of ducks in the two basins of 
the Red and Mekong Rivers deltas; and to the need to satisfactorily carry out 

the veterinary task to eradicate the Newcastle's disease and Pasteurellosis to 





save the chicken flock raised by the people from these yearly epidemics. By doing 
so, we will soon be able to solve the food problem to positvely help improve our 
meals. To say so does not mean to neglect the development of cattle raising; 

on the contrary, we must steadily develop cattle raising to have every year about 
2 million buffalos and oxen to provide the draft power; at the same time, we must 
make immediate and active preparations for breeds and material-technical bases if 
we want to obtain beef and milk from cattle in 15 or 20 years. To firmly develop 
cattle raising, we must not rely entirely on natural pastures including those on 
hillsides because 1 hectare of these natural pastures can produce only 5 to 7 tons 
of grass per year which is enough to feed only 0.5 buffalo or cow; therefore, it 
is necessary to reserve land for intensive grass cultivation in order to have 

1 grass-grown hectare feed three or four buffalos or oxen. The research made by 
the Animal Husbandry Institute into the situation of pastures has demonstrated 
that 12 to 15 tons of stable manure and 300 to 500 kgs of nitrogenous sulfate 
fertilizer must be applied to [each hectare of] land in the midlands and 
mountainous region--which was formerly grown with manioc and corn and which is 

now shifted to the cultivation of grass to feed cattle--if we want to cut grass 
four to six times a year and to obtain a yearly yield of about 60 tons of grass 
per hectare. "If “elephant™ grass [cor voi] is intensively grown on a sandy gray 
soil, it is necessary to apply 15 to 20 tons of stable manure as the main fertili- 
zer and to add 120 to 200 [kgs of nitrate fertilizer] if we want to obtain 80 tons 
of grass per year from this soil and possibly 120 tons on the average from alluvial 
or mature soil. However, we must not hope to grow elephant grass as the main crop 
to have 1 grass~grown hectare feed 15 head of cattle. In this connection, we 

must consider the practical fact that the lands that can be opened for grass 
cultivation are being cleared by our people for the growing of corn, potato, 
cassava and other subsidiary food crops. 


The production experiences gained over the past years by cattle raising state 
farms have demonstrated that setting land aside for intensive grass cultivation to 
feed dairy cattle is a very necessary move with realistic economic effects. Proof 
of this can be found in the result of the raising of Dutch and Cuban dairy cows at 
the Moc Chau state farm and the Sao Do [Red Star] dairy cow center. However, if, 
in growing pastures, we lack mowers and fail to set up enough fences to graze 
cattle by rotation, the cultivated grass will not yield 50 to 60 tons per hectare 
per year but only about 20 to 25 tons per hectare. Under the present conditions 
and circumstances in our country, we are not yet able to invest enough capital 

in clearing millions of hectares of land and turning them into pastures in order 
to upgrade cattle raising to a principle animal husbandry activity because at 

the present cost it will be necessary to invest an initial capital of 1,500 to 
2,000 dong in opening 1 hectare of new land and transforming it into pastures. 


To discuss this subject matter in such a vein does not mean that we neither think 
it advisable nor have the conditions to develop cattle raising; on the contrary, 
we must boldly invest capital and eagerly apply technical progress to gradually 
transform our cattle herd into one which produces beef and milk; but it still is 
not feasible for us to do this by relying on our ability to use green roughage 

for cattle to shift the direction of animal husbandry so as to solve the food 
problem in our country through this method within the framework of the next 5-year 
plans. 











The ultimate objective of the task of establishing an animal husbandry pattern is 
to satisfactorily solve the grain and food problem. Toward this end, our opinion 
is that, considering the specific conditions and circumstances in our country and 
with a view to formulating a rational pattern of animal husbandry, we must examine 
this question as follows: Wherever conditions are favorable for raising any 
species of domestic animals, it is wise to develop the raising of that species 
there, bearing in mind the need to comprehensively develop animal husbandry to 
exploit and use the natural, land and labor potentials of each region while paying 
attention to developing those species of domestic animals with great reproduction 
capacities and quick rotation possibilities so that abundant sources of food 
products may be rapidly created to meet the subsistence needs of our people. We 
must not invoke the current serious difficulties caused by the grain shortage as 

a reason for shifting meat production from hog raising--the principal animal 
husbandry activity--to the raising of buffalos and oxen and upgrading this branch 
to the main-force level because if we do so, our scant sources of food products 
will experience a more serious shortage in the next 10 to 15 years. 


More specifically, we suggest that the deltas including those situated in the 
midlands and mountainous regions pay attention to developing the raising of hogs 
and ducts to quickly obtain food products essential to life and fertilizers 
necessary to crops cultivation, that they do as much as possible to step up cattle 
raising with the immediate objective of securing enough draft power for their 

own use and providing part of the necessary fertilizers for cultivation purposes 
and that they simultaneously prepare the prerequisites to enable us to take 
advantage of the progress in agricultural mechanization to transform cattle 
raising [for draft power] in these regions into cattle raising for beef and 

dairy products. Coastal and riverside areas must consider it especially important 
to develop duck breeding which is a tropical advantage of our country. In the 
midlands and mountainous regions including the Central Highlands, it is necessary 
to actively build up pastures, to coordinate this activity with forestry, to 
intensify the raising of breeding cattle to supply draft power to other areas 

and to combine this task with the raising of rabbits and geese to positively help 
solve the meat and milk problem to meet the subsistence needs of the people. All 
possibilities must also be fully used to develop hog raising, especially hog 
raising by individual households. 


Chickens can be raised by the people everywhere, especially in the midlands and 
mountainous regions provided the veterinary sector supplies enough veterinary 
medicines and the sectors and levels concerned satisfactorily carry out animal 
husbandry sanitation and immunizations. 


To implement the abovementioned pattern, certain suitable methods must be defined 
for animal husbandry: In the field of hog raising, raising by individual 
households must constitute the main force but attention must still be paid to 
developing hog raising in three sectors--state (farms at the district level), 
collective and cooperative members’ households--which will form a structure in 
which breeding hogs farms at the district level together with a number of 
advanced collective animal husbandry farms will establish a level-2 breeding 
network to raise sows to obtain breeding hogs which will be supplied to other 
collective hog raising farms and to cooperative members’ households who raise 








commercial sows to produce pork. In this case, district farms will act as 
district-level material-technical bases to enable agricultural organs in 
districts to guide the task of securing breeding animals within the district 
scope. Concerning cattle raising in the deltas, it is necessary to establish 
collective cattle raising and to combine it with household cattle raising into a 
structure; but in the mountainous regions, it is not absolutely necessary to set 
up collective animal husbandry farms since the state-operated sector (state 

farms and centers) will directly associate with the cooperative members’ households 
into a structure. This working method is very indispensable to the organization 
of the raisingof beef cattle, especially dairy cattle, because if it is applied, 
each peasant family in a cooperative may raise a dairy cow or buffalo according 
to the ardent wish of the party and state leading comrades. This method can also 
be applied to the raising of rabbits and chickens. As for the raising of ducks, 
it may be organized into two or three sectors to be combined into a structure 
according to regional conditions and circumstances; however, the task of producing 
breeding ducks in large numbers and in time for seasonal raising must be assumed 
by the state-operated sector and requires capital investment by the state; where 
collective farms are entrusted with the raising of breeding ducks to produce 

and supply ducklings for seasonal raising, the state will sponsor under the form 
of joint business because the raising of breeding ducks all the year round 
requires a fixed supply of paddy and ground feed. 


We think that it will be relatively rational to arrange such an animal husbandry 
pattern and territorial division because this method will conform not only to 

the laws of nature and biology but also to the traditional animal husbandry 
customs of our people and because it will make it possible to fully exploit and 
use the potentials of each region without creating erroneous tendencies and 
unnecessary disruptions to the implementation organization of various sectors and 
localities at all levels. 


For several years, the development of animal husbandry has failed to meet 
requirements and has sometimes seemed stagnant or retrogressive in many regions. 
There are many reasons for this situation but the decisive ones are the 
availability of feed, the economic policy and the organizational structure--the 
latter being of an encompassing nature because whether the sources of feed exist 

or not, whether these sources can be concentrated for the benefit of the animal 
husbandry sector and whether the formulated policy stimulates or hampers production, 
production, etc, is mostly decided by man's outlook, be it subjective or objective.

LONG AN DROUGHT--Due to the prolonged drought, more than 22,000 ha of summer-fall 
rice in Long An Province are faced with water shortage. The province has provided 
various districts with a large quantity of fertilizer and insecticide and has 
assigned cadres and technicians to rural areas to help peasants combat drought. 
Thanks to these efforts, Long An has to date planted almost 90,000 ha of 
l10th-month rice, achieving more than 70 percent of the plan norms.

TIEN GLANG RICE--As of 18 September, Tien Giang Province had planted more than 
32,200 ha of 10th-month rice, achieving more than 92 percent of plan norms. 
Harmful insects have appeared in some areas and are ravaging almost 2,000 ha of 
10th-month rice. Go Cong District is faced with water shortage and peasants 
are striving to improve the irrigation system to bring sufficient water to 
ricefields.

CONSTRUCTION OF 11 PIERS AT HAIPHONG PORT COMPLETED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 18 Aug 81 p 2 


[Text] Haiphong Port has commissioned all its 11 piers after receiving an additional 
new one--Pier No 3. This pier is the last one in the plan to transform and expand 

the port with the Soviet aid in construction ever since the wartime years. In late 
1967, workers of pile driving shop No 1 drove the first steel-plated pile into the 

bed of the Cam River. On 26 December 1980, workers of the same ship completed the 
fixing of the last pile, closing up the steel-plated wall of all the 1l piers. If 

put together, the 1,221 piles will have a total length equal to that of the Haiphong- 
Hanol road. Construction workers have dredged up 370,000 cubic meters of aud, trans- 
ported and used 1.233 million cubic meters of sand and stone, fabricated thousands 

of cubic meters of concrete and installed dozens of cranes with stands [caanf caaur 
chaan dqees|. Cadres and workers have made many innovations to rationalize production, 
to improve technique and to accelerate construction. Power shovels and cranes have 
been used instead of dredgers to dredge up mud. The handling of stones to and from 
barges at both ends of piers has been completely mechanized. Snatch-buckets [gauf 
neoamj| have been fixed to cranes to scoop up river water to wash gravel and to 
sprinkle water before road-rollers start pressing down gravel on the field surface. 
The most rational method of installing cranes with stands has been chosen. Since 

the fourth quarter of 1980, the enterprise has coordinated technical measures with 

the broad application of the system of contract wages, product-based wages and rewards 
for excess of construction speed, thus substantially raising productivity in construc- 
tion and materials transportation as compared with the past. 


Overcoming al! ses during two wars of aggression waged by the U.S. aggressors 
and surmount in; " sities and shortages in the past years, the enterprise has 
built at the Haipho. Port 75 projects including 11 piers with a 1,700-meter length, 
) warehouses, 3 large storage fields, 5 transformer stations and 11 lighthouses 

and has installed dozens of cranes with stands of various types, thereby increasing 
the port capacity to receive and remove cargos. 


The port has recently completed the building of a vehicle station and has commissioned 
it. The station has 45 cargo elevator vehicles [xe naang hangf] which are electri- 
cally operated and are handy, light and mobile. The network of workshops to provide 
on-the-spot maintenance, inspection and repair for the station has also been built 
completely. Once commissioned and properly maintained, these projects will contri- 
bute to raising the Haiphong Port's capacity to receive and remove cargos.

DEVELOPMENT OF RIVER TRANSPORT IN COUNTRY DESCRIBED 
OW231625 Hanoi VNA in English 1452 GMI 23 Sep 81 


[Text] Hanoi, 23 Sep (VNA)--Vietnam's river transport service, with a total barge 
freight of 600,000 tonnes and a capacity of 98,000 hps, has become the biggest 
and most economic transport force in the country. 


From a small fleet with a barge freight of about 1,350 tonnes and a capacity of 

450 hi.p.s. in 1946 about one year after the liberation of northern Vietnam, the 
service has rapidly developed in various localities. Besides several centrally-run 
enterprises, it has built from one to three state or joint state-private enter- 
prises in almost all the cities and provinces. The local river transport service 
in Ha Nam Ninh and Thai Binh provinces, Haiphong and Ho Chi Minh City has at its 
disposal a total freight of up to 20,000 tonnes. In some provinces, each riverine 
district has from one to three river transport cooperatives. 


the river transport service undertakes 40 per cent of the country's total tonnage 
and 44 per cent of its tonnes per kilometre. 


Last year the service's goods transport and tonnage per kilometre were respectively 
up by 48 percent and 44 percent over 1975 while passenger transport and passenger 
per kilometre increased respectively by 36 per cent and 19 percent. 


River fleets have become the main forces transporting coal from the mines to 
thermal-power plants and industrial centres. Many huge machines and sets of 
equipment, each weighing up to 100 tonnee, have been ferried to major construction 
sites by special barges. More than 35 percent of imported goods have been conveyed 
from various ports in Haiphong, Quang Ninh and Ho Chi Minh City to different 
localities by river fleets. 


The river transport service has made great efforts in modernizing its cargo boats 
and barges. Former motorized wooden boats, each with a capacity of only from 

40 to 50 hps, have been gradually replaced by steel pushing boats and steel barge 
each with a total freight of wp to 80C tonnes and a capacity of 135, 200 or 225 hps. 


Many technical innovations have been introduced to help produce specialized 


machinery such as sand and stain spraying machines and conveyor systems and convert 
oil cranes into electric ones. Reinforced concrete boats have been built while 
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major barge repairs have been done in river shipyards, river wharves in Hanoi 
and Nam Dinh have been broadened and equipped with modern machines. Thus almost 
80 per cent of the cargo handling work there are now mechanized, river beds have 
also often been dredged. 


Many shipyards have been built and are assuming more than 80 per cent of the 
repair work for the transport service. 


With more than 41,000 kilometres of river way throughout the country, the river 
transport service is striving to increase its annual goods and passenger 


transport from 12.5 percent to 18.5 percent in the five-year state plan ending 
in 1985.

HANOI YOUTHS LEAVE FOR NEW ECONOMIC ZONES

Economic Zones" ] 


[Text] From the beginning of July, Hoan Kiem Precinct will intensify the people's 
movement to go to Lam Dong to build new economic zones. Within the month of July, 

the precinct will help 50 young volunteers to join the General Unit of youths going 

to build a new homeland. The unit members will be supplied once with daily necessities 
(such as clothes, blankets, mosquito nets, hats and rucksacks) and the persons 
assigned to responsible functions (but not on the state rolls) will receive a monthly 
allowance of between 8 and 20 dong according to their functions. Students having 
graduated from elementary and middle schools who volunteer to go will receive 100 
percent of the initial salary and their practical training period will be reduced 

by one-third. After fulfilling their mission in 3 years, these male and female 
students will be given jobs or allowed to resume study. Applications by cadres and 
technical employees (including students of elementary and middle schools and colleges) 
who are assigned by the administration to the General Unit of Youths or who volunteer 
to work in it will be considered and accepted; (those who are already on the rolls 
will be considered as being moved for a fixed period of time and will receive regional 
transfer allowances together with the initial equipment supply). 


From June 1976 to end of June 1981, Hoan Kiem Precinct organized the sending of 60 
households including 327 people and 222 laborers to Lam Dong to build a new homeland. 
Many of these families have now become much more prosperous than when they were in 

their former native land; they are the families of Dinh Van Nguu (Le Thanh Tong Street), 
Do Trong Chinh (Hang Ma Street), Huynh Ngan (Hang Bo Street), Dang Viet Dieu (Phuc 

Tan Riverside Field), Le Quang Han (Chuong Duong Do Street) and Nguyen Huu Phung 

(Hang Buom Street). Many of these families have earned each an income of 15,000 to 
20,000 per year by working and producing in the new economic zones. 


On the afternoon of 2 July, the Youth Union, the People's Committee zad the Committee 
for the New: Economic Zones in Dong Da Precinct organized a meeting with nearly 30 
youths who velunterred to go to Lam Dong to build new economic zones. 


Recently, the Precinct Youth Union has launched a movement throughout the Union 
chapter to emulate in producing and saving money to buy working tools and recreation 
devices for the benefit of the young volunteers’ company. The women's and old men's 
organizations and the small industry and handicraft cooperatives have also bought

PLANNED PARENTHOOD MOVEMENT ACCELERATED 
Hanoi NHAN DAN in Vietnamese 16 Aug 81 p 1 


(Text) VNA--On 12 August, the Council of Ministers issued Directive No 29/HDBT 

on the intensification of the planned parenthood movement during the 5-year period 
between 1981 and 1985. After citing the results obtained in the past 5 years-- 

such as the lowering of the population growth rate from 3.2 percent in 1976 down 

to 2.23 percent in 1980 and the achievement of a population growth rate of less 

than 1.5 percent in 1,022 villages and 14 districts, the directive pointed out that 
the planned parenthood movemerit has not yet been conducied strongly and evenly among 
the masses and that the propaganda and motivation task still lacks width and depth. 
The Council of Minsters requests all sectors at all levels to continue to carry 

on the planned parenthood movement vigorously and evenly throughout the country 
withthe following objectives: Fewer children, spaced-out childbirths and motivating 
newly married couples to delay the birth of the first child. It is advisable that 
each couple has only two children, that these children are born at a 5-year interval 
and that the woman should give birth only after reaching full physiological develop- 
ment--that is, at the age of 22 at best. By 1985, the nationwide average population 
growth rate must be lowered to 1.7 percent--to less than 1.5 percent in North Viet- 
nam and under 1.9 in South Vietnam. The ratio of child-bearing female workers and 
oftice employees must be only 8 percent of the total number of female workers and 
employees in each unit. 





To achieve the above mentioned objectives, it is necessary to implement not only 
the measures indicated in Directive No 265/CP of 19 October 1978 of the Council 
of Ministers but also the following ones: 


-~After consulting the Vietnam Women's Union and the Ho Chi Minh Communist Youth 
Union Central Committee, the State Planning Commission and the Ministry of Public 
Health will ask the Council of Ministers to promulgate a yearly norm of population 
growth for each locality. 


-The chairmen of people's committees at all levels and the heads of various sectors, 
organs, armed forces units and production, business and professional units will 

be responsible for the implementation of the population growth norms assigned to 
their respective localities, units and installations. 
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After presiding over meetings with the Vietnam Confederation of Trade Unions, the 
Ministries of Labor and Finance and the Vietnam Women's Union to study this problen, 
the Ministry of Public Health will report to the Council of Ministers and ask it 

to decide--or may decide within its own competence--on the systems aimed at encourag- 
ing cadres and manual and office workers to satisfactorily achieve the objectives 

oft the planned parenthood movement by granting them rewards drawn from the social 
security fund and the enterprises’ welfare fund, and will also propose admendments 

to the relevant systems of allowances and distribution which have so far limited 

the effectiveness of the planned parenthood movement. 


With regard to the collective economic sector, the Ministry of Public Health will 
preside over meetings with the Ministry of Agriculture, the Collectivized Peasants’ 
Union, the Cooperative Management Committee and the Vietnam Women's Union to study 
and apply appropriate systems of allowances, commendations and rewards to encourage 
cooperative membes to implement planned parenthood. 


Committees for the promotion of planned parenthood in localities and installations 


must be strengthened and streamlined and must include all the essential components 
and carry out realistic activities. 


Propaganda and education must be considered very important to make every man and 
woman clearly understand the short and long-term benefit of planned parenthood and 
deeply and consciously realize the need to apply planned parenthood. 


The movement must be associated with all tasks of each sector and locality, with 
the execution of the production development plan, withthe distribution and circula- 
tion [of goods], with the life of each family and with the theme of the movement 

to build new-culture families. 


With special regard to certain thinly populated nationalities which need to develop 
their own population, it is necessary to intensively aid them from all points of 
view to enable them to propagate, to raise their children properly and to prevent 
the state of “children being born but dying at an early age"--all that with a view 
to increasing the population of these nationalities.

IMPROVEMENT OF SCIENTIFIC-TECHNICAL EQUIPMENT REPAIRS UNDERLINED 
Hanoi TAP CHI HOAT DONG KHOA HOC in Vietnamese No 4, Apr 81 pp 2-3 & 10 


[Article by Nguyen Vinh Tuan: "Need and Capability to Repair Scientific and 
Technical Equipment") 


\Text| Over the past 5 years, our capability to provide materials and equipment 
for scientific and technical (S&T) activities has met only less than 50 percent 
of our needs. The key S&T programs of the state for the 5-year period extending 
from 1981 to 1985 require a better maintenance of materials and equipment. Along 
with the importation and domestic production of S&T materials and equipment, the 
problem of repairing S&T equipment has become a pressing one. 


Characteristics of Equipment and Need for Repair 


Generally speaking, the equipment now at our disposal is multiform and multi- 
farious and is related, for example, to electricity, electronics, precision 
machines, optics, spectra and physical chemistry analyses. Most of this equipment 
is of an ordinary type. Meanwhile, we have begun to acquire modern types of 
equipment such as electronic microscopes, laser equipment, magnetic resonators and 
mass spectroscopes. 


Importation--Our S&T equipment is imported through different channels such as 
foreign trade organs, aid by other countries and international organizations. A 
number of equipment has been given by scientists in other countries or brought 
home by our scientific-technical cadres on their return from abroad. For these 
reasons, our equipment is the product of many companies worldwide, mostly from 
the socialist countries and partly from the capitalist ones. Many types of 
equipment were manufactured prior to 1970 and a number of them are no longer 
produced by those countries. 


Distribution--Of the total number of instruments and equipment, 62 percent is now 
used by production installations, 23 percent by research and testing organs 

and 15 percent by various schools. The majority of modern equipment is found 

in areas where research organs and colleges are located. Equipment is highly 
concentrated in Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh Cities and the adjacent areas. The number 
of certain types of equipment for special use such as in land surveying and public 
health is relatively large. 
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State of equipment--The breakdown rate averages 30 to 40 percent in which the 
electric, electronic, optical and spectral equipment occupies a high percentage. 
Following are the causes of this state of equipment: 


--Shortcomings in the process of transportation and packing (a number of instru- 
ments including the domestically produced ones are out of order though they have 
just been delivered to production installations for use). 


~-Harmful effects of the tropical climate and the assembly and installation 
conditions such as inadequate housing, lack of air conditioners and humidifiers 
and unsteady supply of electricity and water. Added to this are the low standards 
of technical cadres and workers or their lack of responsibility in operating and 
maintaining equipment. , 


--On the other hand, serious shortcomings still exist in organizing the supply 
of spare parts and the repair to S&T equipment. If this problem is protracted, 
the equipment breakdown percentage will continue to rise and substantial waste 
will be incurred. 


In short, there is a pressing need to repair the equipment used in S&T activities. 
A network of repair installations must be set up to coordinate repairs with the 
organization of maintenance and production of materials and equipment. It is 
especially important to quickly solve the problem of supplying the necessary spare 
parts. 


Our Present Capability to Repair Eouipment 


In view of such an urgent need, a number of ministries and localities have 
organized a repair service for their respective sectors and areas. 


The public health sector has begun to set up installations to repair special-use 
equipment including a Public Health Equipment Repair Enterprise subordinate to 

the Supply Department of the Ministry of Public Health as well as a number of 
supply-repair bureaus and stations subordinate to public health services and major 
hospitals. 


fhe Vietnam Institute of Science has organized two scientific equipment repair 
installations in the capital city of Hanoi and in Ho Chi Minh City to repair 
certain types of scientific equipment and to produce them by the single unit. 
In particular, the Hanoi workshop of the Vietnam Institute of Science is an 
installation endowed with relatively adequate equipment. 


The Ministries of Building, Communications and Water Conservancy have set up 
installations to repair Land survey equipment and to produce certain equipment 

used in explorations and research. Of these installations, the Optical Engineering 
Workshop of the Ministry of Communications is one which has been able to repair a 
noteworthy amount of land survey equipment in recent years. 


At the Geology Department, the State Land Survey and Mapping Department and the 


Meteorology and Hydrology General Department have also set up installations to 
repair and produce on a small scale the equipment used in basic surveys. The 
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root and Telegraph General Department has a workshop to repair special-use 
equipment, signal and liaison equipment and some types of electronic measuring 


devices. 


The Scientific-Technical Supply Corporation subordinate to the Ministry of Supply 
has--in conjunction with the Services Center including an optical equipment repair 
section and a Warranty station--begun to repair and maintain scientific equipment, 
especially the optical-spectral one imported from the CDR. 


Repair and service installations are emerging in Hanoi and Ho Chi Minh City. In 
addition, most research and testing agencies and schools also urgently need to set 
up mintenance and repair shops. 


The overell situation in the abovementioned installations is marked by a lack of 
the necessary special adjustment and machining eqvipaent and especially by a 
shortage of raw materials and spare parts. A contingent of skillful and 
experienced technical cadres and workers including those trained abroad is being 
formed but ts still insufficient to meet demands; moreover, they are scattered and 
1 nomber of them are no Longer engaged in the repair task. 


in general, with the existing technical cadres and workers’ forces, we can repair 
ordinary equipment such as various types of ordinary microscopes and equipment used 
in theoret Leal mechanics, land surveys and physical chemistry analyses. Concerning 
complex equipment such as modern optical and spectral analytic machines, aerial 
photograph measuring and mapping devices, etc, we can only do minor repairs. Yet, 
most of these repair activities consist merely in replacing out-of-order parts by 
the osvaileble spare parts or in removing parts from some equipment and fixing 

them on another (a method which, in many cases, seems “uneconomical” but which 

oust be applied to provide equipment for the necessary research and testing). Our 
ability to manufacture spare parts on our own is still very limited and this is 
aleo true with the Vietnam Institute of Science even though this institute has been 
equipped rather sufficiently. 


Whet guideline must we follow in organizing the repair of S&T equipment in the 


near future? 


On the baste of fully using and developing the capacities of the existing 
installations and with a view to providing service for many sectors, efforts must 
>> concentrated on strengthening certain key installations and each type of their 
equipment. The duty of these installations is to repair S&T equipment by relying 
on thete ability to manufacture by themselves a number of essential spare parts~-- 
‘ape iatly these whieh can hardly be imported or cannot be imported at all--and 
fo asscetare repairs with the production of S&T equipment by the single unit or 
in seal! sertes so as to fully use the potentials of labor, equipment and raw 


materials. 


Concerning certain types of special-use equipment which already exist in relatively 
large quentities such as those used in land surveying, geological and mineral 
exploration, medical research, diagnosis and treatment and the electric and 
electronle equipment used by the information sector and so forth--, positive 
meosures @ust be taken to concentrate the forces of technical cadres and workers 
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and equipment on building houses and workshops with the objective of setting up a 
installation to take care of each of these types of equipment for the benefit of 
the entire sector which uses this equipment. 


On the other hand, mobile repair teams must also be organized. Bearing in mind 
the principal duty to provide maintenance and minor repairs to equipment, it is 
necessary to coordinate efforts to repair the various types of equipment one by 
one and to strengthen the network of establishments and workshops designed to 
repair and maintain the S&T equipment of research organs, production installations, 
schools and hospitals. 





Major Problems Requiring Solution 


Organizing an adequate supply of raw materials and spare parts necessary to the 
repair task is still the thorniest yet unresolved problem. To meet the needs of 
the equipment repair installations, it is, therefore, suggested that, in the near 
future, the state increase the percentage of capital invested in importing 

raw materials and spare parts, that it rapidly and gradually improve the organiza- 
tion of supplies and that it send technical and professional cadres abroad to 
directly study the sources of goods and to urge on the execution of orders for 


goods. 


[t is proposed that the state and the organs concerned pay attention to the 
following tasks: 


--Invest capital in importing certain types of special-use machining equipment and 
adjusting equipment necessary to strengthen the existing important repair 
installations; simultaneously invest capital in building a number of new installa- 
tions to shape up a nationwide network of S&T equipment repair installations and 
further strengthen and expand a number of installations to provide warranty and 
maintenance services for the large quantity of equipment which Vietnam has imported 
from other countries such as the Soviet Union, GDR and Hungary. 


~-Creat the necessary conditions to preserve equipment during the packing and 
transportation process as well as in warehouses and assembly locations, especially 
with regard to expensive and highly effective sophisticated precision equipment. 


--Organize the domestic training of technical cadres and workers in operating 
and repairing equipment and, at the same time, intensively send technical cadres 
and workers skillful and experienced in this field to other countries in order to 
raise their standards and improve their skills.
